SYNOPSIS 


On August 25, 2011, at approximately 2040 hours, Deputies Wendland, Employee 
ME and BEER Employee E cre patrolling on Foster Road 
near Corrigan Avenue when they observed a vehicle exceeding the speed limit in the 
opposite direction. They made a U-turn and attempted to stop the vehicle; however, they 


lost the vehicle in the area of Angell Street and Corrigan Avenue. 


While returning to Foster Road, they saw Suspect Fagras riding a bicycle toward them on 
the sidewalk without a headlamp in the darkness. They pulled alongside him and told him 
to stop. Suspect Fagras refused to comply and continued riding away from them. The 
Deputies made a U-turn, drove alongside Suspect Fagras and told him again to stop. 
Suspect Fagras replied, “Fuck you” and reached into his pocket as he rode away while 
cursing atthe Deputies as they repeatedly ordered him to stop. Suspect Fagras rode the 
bicycle with a makeshift trailer attached to it onto the side lawn ao oar Street. 
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When Deputy Wendland exited the patrol car and ordered Suspect Fagras to stop, 
Suspect Fagras attempted to evade Deputy Wendland by making a U-turn. Deputy 
Wendland then grabbed the makeshift trailer to slow him down. As Suspect Fagras 
continued to pedal, Deputy Wendland grabbed Suspect Fagras by the upper torso and 
took him down onto the grass. 


While on the ground, Suspect Fagras resisted attempts by Deputy Wendland to handcuff 
him, by failing and refusing to follow commands to stop resisting. By this time, Deputy 
R- exited the patrol car and approached to assist Deputy Wendland, who 
was actively struggling with Suspect Fagras. Suspect Fagras had moved his hands and 
arms under his body. Deputy Wendland punched Suspect Fagras once on the shoulder 
area. Both Deputies pulled Suspect Fagras’ arms from under his body and handcuffed him 
without further incident. Deputies recovered a cigarette package from Suspect Fagras' 
pants pockets that contained individually wrapped packages containing an off-white, 
crystal-like substance resembling methamphetamine. 


Suspect Fagras complained of pain to his ribs and was treated at the scene by Downey 
Fire Department personnel. He was transported to Lakewood Regional Medical Center 
where he was diagnosed with a fractured rib and subsequently medically cleared to be 
booked at Lakewood Sheriff's Station.

Deputy Wendland sustained a minor abrasion to his right shin area as a result of this 
incident. 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 
Surveillance cameras were mounted around the property or == IAB 


investigators conducted a door knock on August 26, 2011 in an attempt to contact the 
property owner, Mr. No one was at the residence, at which time IAB 
investigators left a business card and a voice message on Mr. BEB answering service 
to contactthem. Mrffcated back and said the cameras recorded only a few seconds 
showing a Deputy running across the lawn. When JAB investigators attempted to contact 
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him again to either allow them to view the footage or to obtain a copy, Mr EF not 
return their phone calls. There was no other physical evidence. 


INVESTIGATOR’S OBSERVATIONS 


The scene of the incident is located in a housing tract of single family homes adjacent to 
the eastbound lanes of the 105 freeway [EXHIBIT B] 


The scene was not preserved at the time IAB investigators responded to the incident. 
There were no investigator's observations.

CRIMINAL CHARGES FILED

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The following narratives are intended only as synopses of the interviews. Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio 
recorded interviews [EXHIBIT C] and verbatim transcriptions. 


INVOLVED DEPUTY STATEMENTS 


Deputy Neil Wendland 


Deputy Wendiand told IAB investigators he was the passenger and Deputy O O 
was driving when they were in the area of Corrigan Avenue and Angell Street. They were 
trying to locate a vehicle they saw speeding along Foster Road and had turned on Corrigan 
Avenue. They were traveling westbound Angeil Street when they saw Suspect Fagras 
riding a bicycle on the sidewalk without a headlamp, heading in the opposite direction. 
They pulled their patrol vehicle alongside Suspect Fagras as Deputy ordered 
him to stop. Suspect Fagras continued pedaling, at which time they made a U-turn and 
paralleled him as he traveled eastbound Angell Street. Deputy Wendland said Suspect 
Fagras looked at him and said, “Fuck you” as he reached into his right front pants pocket 
and continued to pedal onto a lawn. Deputy Wendland said Suspect Fagras continued 
to ignore him after he identified himself as a Deputy Sheriff numerous times from inside 
the patrol car. Deputy Wendland said he exited the patrol car and grabbed the trailer 
attached to Suspect Fagras' bicycle as he continued to move forward. 


Deputy Wendland said he grabbed Suspect Fagras in a bear hug and took him down onto 
the ground. Deputy Wendland said he believed Suspect Fagras impacted a cinder block 
wall as he went down. Deputy Wendland said he pushed Suspect Fagras down to the 
ground when he attempted to get up. Suspect Fagras began flailing his arms and ignoring 
verbal commands to stop resisting. Deputy Wendland said he flipped Suspect Fagras onto 
his stomach, at which time Suspect Fagras tucked his hands under his chest. Deputy 
Wendland said he punched Suspect Fagras once in the back, which allowed him and 
Depuy a gain control of Suspect Fagras’ arms and handcuff him without 
further incident. Deputy Wendland submitted a report regarding this incident [EXHIBIT D].

Deputy EM told IAB investigators he and Deputy Wendland were traveling 
westbound on Angell Street in their black and white patrol vehicle when they saw Suspect 
Fagras riding a bicycle in the opposite direction without a headlight. Suspect Fagras 
refused to comply with his instruction to stop and continued pedaling. — 
made a U-turn, pulled alongside Suspect Fagras, at which time Deputy Wendland, the 
passenger, identified themselves as the Sheriffs Department and instrucied Suspect 
Fagras to stop. 
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Suspect Fagras replied, “Fuck you” and rode onto the front lawn of i Corrigan 
Avenue. He positioned his bicycle as if he was making a U-turn and then attempt to double 
back onto Angell Street. Suspect Fagras' speed was impeded by the thick grass he was 
traveling on and the fact he was pulling a makeshift trailer attached to his bicycle. At this 
point, Deputy Wendland exited the vehicle. 


Deputy said he believed Suspect Fagras could possibly get away from 
Deputy Wendland, so be backed the patrol car approximately 15 to 20 feet to go back to 
Angell Street in anticipation for a possible foot pursuit. As he completed this maneuver, 
Deputy Wendland had already been involved in an altercation with Suspect Fagras on the 
front yard of B Corrigan Avenue. He exited the patrol car and approached Suspect 
Fagras, who was on his back and wrestling with Deputy Wendland as he was trying to grab 
his arms and instructing him to stop fighting and give up his arms. 


Suspect Fagras tumed onto his stomach and tucked his arms under his chest, preventing 
Deputy Wendland from gaining control of them. As he got to Deputy Wendland, who was 
attempting to grab Suspect Fagras’ right arm, Deputy said he pulled out 
Suspect Fagras' left arm from underneath him and placed it behind Suspect Fagras' back. 


Deputy said he placed one handcuff on Suspect Fagras' left arm as Deputy 
Wendland struggled to get out his right arm out from under his body, at which time the 
were then able to handcuff him without any further incident. Dou EEN 
submitted a report regarding this incident [EXHIBIT E]. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS 


Witness ; O 


Ms. WE IAB investigators she was driving eastbound Angell Street approaching 
southbound Corrigan Avenue. She saw a person either hiding or trying to get his bike on 
her neighbor’s front lawn at HE Corrigan Avenue. She drove past a police car drivin 
slowly in the same direction and eventually pulled into her driveway at eee 

HE oe police car stopped suddenly, at which time a Deputy ran out and tackled the 
person to the grass. The person was screaming as he was on the ground. 


Another Deputy got out of the police car and helped the other Deputy with handcuffing the 
person and trying to calm the person down. It appeared to her that the person was either 
on drugs or was drunk because he kept screaming loudly. She heard the Deputies telling 
him to calm down as they were finally able to handcuff him without further incident. Ms. 

aid she was approximately ten feet from the incident and saw it in its entirety. 
Neither Deputy kicked at the person nor struck him with flashlights as Suspect Fagras had 
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alleged in his interview. 


SUSPECT INTERVIEW 
Ricky Fagras 


Suspect Fagras told IAB investigators he was riding his bike when he saw a Deputy in a 
patrol car driving in the opposite direction. He heard the Deputy say something, at which 
time he made a U-turn on the corner lawn. Suspect Fagras said he knew he the car driving 
along side him was police car, and he denied saying, “Fuck you” to the Deputies. The 
patrol car backed up and a Deputy jumped out and told him to stop and get off the bike 
Suspect Fagras said as he tried to make a U-turn on the grass, he got off the bike, tripped 
and hit the left side of his head against the wail. Suspect Fagras said the Deputy then 
started “bashing his head with his light” three to four times to the back of his head. 


Suspect Fagras said the Deputy then started jumping on his back and hit him at least three 
times in the back of the neck. He heard the Deputy say not to resist, at which time Suspect 
Fagras said he laid flat on the ground. The Deputy handcuffed his right hand and then 
kicked him in the ribs three to four times as he was faced down in the grass. 
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
